(By Nell D. Bentley) 
A group of six cars transport­ 
ing in all 20 persons left Bryan 
early on, the morning of July 4th 
to enjoy an outing at “ Old Wash­ 
ington on the Brazos.” 
Arriving about IO o'clock the 
party sought the shade of a huge 
pecan tree just below the fenced 
enclosure, and there whiled away 
the holiday hours in a most pleas­ 
ant 
tanner. 
One member of the 
pa; j had brought along a copy 
of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence which Texas Pioneers draft­ 
ed at Old Washington on March 2, 
1636. 
This provoked much dis­ 
cussion and the conversation re­ 
solved itself into a comparison 
between that document and the 
national Declaration of indepen-: 
deuce from England^ 
also the 
causes Leading up to these two 
critical periods in United States 
history as well as the history of 
Texas. 
The names of Crockett 
and other Texas and National he­ 
roes entered into the conversation, 
and all agreed that there was full 
and abundant reason 
why Old 
Washington should be designed, 
preserved and promoted as an his­ 
toric shrine dear to the hearts of 
Texans; and of interest to the 
whole nation, as typifying one of 
its unique and important fron­ 
tiers. 
As the noon hour approached, a 


easily imagine the 
feeling this 
must have aroused. 
Mr. Shannon 
spoke of it with genuine emotion. 
Mr. Shannon says 
this historic 
old building is still the property of 
the heirs of that priest. 
We were pointed out the house 
where Mrs. Houston died. 
Mr. 
Shannon related many incidents 
concerning Gen. and Mrs. Hous­ 
ton, and Mrs. Nancy Lee, who was 
Mrs. Houston’s mother.
